ROADWORKS 

Month of delays 
ahead for motorists 

MOTORISTS face four weeks of roadworks 
in Woodsetton and Upper Gornal next 
month when roads are resurfaced. 

Drivers are being warned of delays when 
work takes place in Parkes Hall Road and 
Eve Lane, between Burton Road and Tip- 
ton Road, from June 1. 

Dudley Council said the work was ex¬ 
pected to take around four weeks to com¬ 
plete and it would be carried out outside 
rush hour to minimise disruption. The work 
is part of a project to improve the borough’s 
roads after the council was awarded £9 mil¬ 
lion by the Department for Transport.

AN MP has vowed to fight on 
to reverse a decision to close 
the front desk at Dudley po¬ 
lice station. 

More than 2,200 signed a petition 
calling for the controversial closure to 
be scrapped but West Midlands Police 
bosses have decided to go ahead with 
the closure later this month, as part 
of plans to save £3 million. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin, who had led 
the campaign to keep the public’s face-to-face 
link with officers open, said he would continue 
the campaign despite closure being confirmed. 

Mr Austin warned that the decision would 
mean Dudley becoming the largest town in the 
country without a police station open to the 
public. 

The petition was delivered to Parliament in 
March but failed to halt the move. 

“I’ve been leading the fight to keep Dudley 
Police Station open to the public over the last 
year and one of the first things I did when I 
was re-elected was ask to for a meeting with the 
Chef Constable and Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner,” said Mr Austin. 

“I got a commitment from Labour’s Shadow 
Police Minister that he would expect West Mid¬ 
lands Police to keep the station open if Labour 
won the election. With the Conservative Gov¬ 
ernment planning to make even deeper cuts 
to policing budgets the closure is now going 
ahead,” added the Labour MP. 

Determined 

“Over 2,200 local people have backed my 
campaign to keep the station open and will 
share my disappointment. I’m determined to 
keep fighting for the station. Local people want 
more police on the streets, more offenders 
brought before court and more criminals put 
in jail, so I will keep fighting for the West Mid¬ 
lands to get a fairer share of police funding.” 

The closure has been branded a ‘disgrace’ 
by Dudley councillor and UKIP MEP Bill 
Etheridge. 

Mr Etheridge said: “It is crucial the public 
have got a point of contact with the police so 
they can feel confident if there are issues and 
they can go and see the police if something is 
going on. For a town the size of Dudley not to 
have a front desk is a disgrace.” 

Labour councillor Shaukat Ali, who repre¬ 
sents the St Thomas’s ward, also expressed his 
disappointment. He said: “This is sad news for 
Dudley. I am also concerned it might be a step 
in the direction of total closure.” 

West Midlands Police announced in No¬ 
vember that Dudley would be one of 27 police 
stations across the region to have their front 
offices closed to the public within 12 months as 
part of cost-cutting measures. 

Front desks at Stourbridge, Halesowen, Tip- 
ton and Wednesbury have already closed to the 
public. Dudley’s will close on May 31.

SHE may be the runt of the litter but when 
it comes to this tiny pampered pooch named 
Pip, they call it puppy love. 

Weighing just five ounces when she was 
born at her Dudley home, the tiny pup is one 
of the smallest on record. 

The original plan was for Pip to be sold 
with her brothers and sisters, who were each 
around three times the size of their tiny sib¬ 
ling. 

But after delivering round-the-clock 
care for four months, having feared for her 
chances of survival, her owners the Astleys, of 


Russells Hall estate, couldn’t let her go. 

Owner Joanne Astley said: “We think her 
growth has been stunted. Whether it’s a form 
of dwarfism I don’t know.” 

Pip was part of a litter of five pugs that 
were bred from the family pet Ruby in Jan¬ 
uary. 

All her brothers and sisters, apart from 
one, have been sold to new homes but Pip is 
staying put. 

Joanne said: “We are very much attached 
to her. We can’t let her go.” 

She added: “We need to be careful of where 


we step when we’re moving. We have to be re¬ 
ally mindful of where we’re putting our feet.” 

And the Astleys have a potential record 
breaker on their hands. 

When Pip was born she was lighter than 
the pooch that went into the Guinness World 
Records in 2014 with the title of smallest dog 
on the planet. Milly the Chihuahua weighed 
5.9 ounces when she was born in Puerto Rico. 

Pip has put on one pound since her birth, 
now weighing roughly the same as a tin of 
beans at one pound and five ounces, but it is 
not known how much more she will grow.

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Regeneration boss is deputy leader

A SENIOR councillor who has been 
leading the town centre’s regeneration 
has been chosen as the new deputy lead¬ 
er of Dudley Council. 

Judy Foster, who has served on the 
council for 17 years, will replace Stuart 
Turner, who lost his seat on the council 
at the local elections on May 7. 

She said: “I am absolutely delighted. 
It is an absolute honour to have the con¬ 
fidence of the Labour group to be elected 
to the role. However, there is a shadow 
cast over this by the fact that Labour did 
very badly last week and we lost Stuart 
Turner in Gornal. 


“I am very pleased to be appointed to 
the role but I am sad to have lost my 
colleague. It was a challenging night and 
a challenging few days for the party.” 

She said she would continue to do her 
best for the people of Dudley within the 
resources at the council’s disposal — 
and she would continue to challenge the 
Government for a fairer funding settle¬ 
ment for the borough. 

She described her achievements on 
the council as her involvement in the 
regeneration of Dudley town centre and 
the Small Business Saturday initiative, 
which highlighted the work of small 


businesses within communities and en¬ 
couraged more people to ‘shop local.’ 

Councillor Foster was nominated at 
a cabinet meeting to be ratified by full 
council. 

The Labour group now has 38 seats 
on the council - four fewer than before 
- with deputy leader and finance boss 
Stuart Turner the most high profile 
casualty. He lostto former councillor 
Anne Millward who was ousted from the 
Gornal seat by Mr Turner by just two 
votes in 2011. Council leader Pete Lowe 
admitted there had been ‘a mixed bag’ of 
results for Labour. 


Portion of community 
cash going to festival 

UP to £24,000 earmarked for 
small community groups across 
Dudley will instead go towards 
paying towards this year’s Black 
Country Festival. 

Organisations such as scout groups, 
residents’ associations and park 
friends’ groups have access to more 
than £240,000 from Dudley Council. 

But council bosses have revealed that 
they will take around £24,000 from the 
community grant pot towards the running 
costs of the festival, in a deal likely to be 
ratified today (Thursday). 

They say the decision is justified as the 
cash will go on a festival that involves thou¬ 
sands of people and promotes the Black 
Country each July. 

Festival organising committee chairman 
Steve Edwards said: “It is fantastic that 
we have been supported and helped by the 
council to stage the festival. We want it to 
be sustainable on its own but at the mo¬ 
ment we are just running it as volunteers.” 

Dudley Council leader Councillor Pete 
Lowe said: “Following the unprecedented 
and overwhelming success of last year’s 
first ever Black Country Festival, leaders 
of all political parties on the council have 
agreed unanimously that it is vitally im¬ 
portant that we ensure this continues to be 
supported for years to come. 

Economic 

“The festival helped to bring commu¬ 
nities together across the whole borough 
and provided a significant economic boost 
to our towns and to local charities. We’re 
sure it will continue to do this in the future. 

“We have made a commitment that 
£1,000 from each ward’s community forum 
budget for this year is set aside to support 
the future growth of the festival for the 
benefit of all of our residents. This year’s 
allocation will be held by the council and 
will help support costs for the festival over 
the coming years,.” 

Friends of Homer Hill Park mem¬ 
ber Harry Bloomer, which has applied 
for grants, said: “It would be a shame if 
smaller groups lost out on funding because 
money was given to just one event. Little 
groups are only after a few hundred pounds 
and need these grants. It should have been 
discussed at the community forums.”

ALEX Salmond is to become the SNP’s 
foreign-affairs spokesman at Westminster.

THE people’s broadcaster should broad¬ 
cast in the plain, straightforward English of 
the people.

The first 
casualty of this General Election is a sense 
of proportion. Ken Livingstone, who is old 
enough to know better, predicts “five more 
years of pure evil” while demonstrators 
who are little more than children scream 
about “vile Tory scum.”

£250m spend 'is a vote of confidence 1 


A MASSIVE £250 million invest¬ 
ment into the Black Country by the 
University of Wolverhampton has 
been hailed as a ‘huge statement of 
confidence’. 

The university wants to boost job 
opportunities for its students and be 
a leading light in boosting the Black 
Country economy. 

Money is being spent on a host of 
building projects, including the £65m 


Springfield Brewery construction 
college, as well as big investment in 
staff and research. 

New courses are being introduced, 
with the university dubbing the 
huge outlay as a ‘once-in-a-lifetime’ 
investment. 

Bosses will work closely with Wol¬ 
verhampton City Council and the 
Black Country LEP (Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership). And those two 


organisations have hailed the invest¬ 
ment as a massive boost to the area. 

Stewart Towe, chair of the Black 
Country LEP said: “The University 
of Wolverhampton’s £250m invest¬ 
ment plan is a vote of confidence in 
the Black Country’s economic future. 

“The Black Country LEP looks 
forward to working in partnership 
with the university to maximise the 
growth potential of this investment.” 


The university currently has 
23,000 students, more than ever be¬ 
fore. And its research departments 
were recently labelled as ‘world 
class’. 

Investment is also ongoing in the 
form of a £10m health college in West 
Bromwich. A £25m science block and 
£18m business school are nearing 
completion in Wolverhampton city 
centre. 


Mosque legal battle and 
protest costs top £i.7m

COSTS linked to plans for 
a new mosque in Dudley 
have topped £1.7 million. 

The amount covers the 
lengthy legal battle as well as 
security and policing costs for 
demonstrations in the town 
sparked by the issue. 

It comes as Dudley Council said 
it faced a £10,000 bill for security 
after the latest protest in the town, 
by Britain First, three months after 
the English Defence League demo. 

Fewer protestors than expected 
arrived on the day but many traders 
still closed as they feared violence. 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson said: 
“There wasn’t a huge financial cost 
of policing the march as there has 
been previously, but officers had to 
police the protest in the town centre 
rather than getting on with their 
local duties. 

“Policing in the rest of Dudley 
and the rest of the West Midlands 
has suffered as a result. Traders will 
have lost huge amounts in takings 
from what should have been a busy 
Saturday in Dudley town centre. 

“The next time one of these pro¬ 
tests is proposed, I would urge their 
leaders to think about those costs to 
the local economy and the impact on 
local people.” 

In February Dudley Council had 
to spend £25,000 on security meas¬ 
ures and clean up costs for the EDL 
protest. West Midlands Police was 
forced to spend £321,000 on bring¬ 
ing in hundreds of officers. Police 
have yet to reveal how much the 
latest protests cost. In 2010 police 
spent more than £400,000 policing 
two EDL rallies while the coun¬ 
cil spent £300,000 on security and 
cleaning up. 

A wrangle between Dudley Coun¬ 
cil and Dudley Muslim Association 
(DMA) over the new mosque has 
seen the council spend £213,000 on 
legal costs while the DMA has paid 
out around £500,000 in planning ap¬ 
plication-related fees and legal costs. 

Planning approval for the scheme 
was granted last year but has been 
held up by legal matters.

Police blitz on bad

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More are in 
work — 
but not in 
west Mids 

UNEMPLOYMENT is still falling 
with a record number of people now 
in work. Official figures showed it 
dipped to a seven-year low of 1.83 
million in the three months to March. 

But the latest quarterly cut of 
35,000 was the smallest for almost 
two years — and in the West Midlands 
there was a 10,000 rise in the number 
out of work for January to March to 
178,000. 

The number of people claiming Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance fell by 12,600 in 
April to 763,000, the 30th consecutive 
monthly reduction. 

In the West Midlands the total 
claiming was down 2,475 at 84,851 
(2.4 per cent of the working popula¬ 
tion) and while Wolverhampton still 
has the joint highest rate in the region 
at 4.4 per cent, the city’s total was 
down 234 to 7,013. 

There were falls in Dudley, down 
173 to 5,530 (2.9 pc), Sandwell, 153 
to 7,235 (3.7 pc) and Walsall, 123 to 
5,060 (3pc). In South Staffordshire it 
was down 22 to 831 (1.2 pc). 

Manager Cathy Taylor, of Jobcen¬ 
tre Plus, said there was a continuing 
trend of falling unemployment in the 
region. “We are getting more people 
into jobs and there are still a lot of 
jobs available,” she said. “From 12 
months ago there are now 30.8 per 
cent more people in work across the 
Black Country.” 

Greg Lowson, president of Bir¬ 
mingham Chamber, said: “There is 
a rather confused picture in the West 
Midlands on the jobs front and this 
may be seasonal.”

STUDENTS from a school in Hale¬ 
sowen have set up an award-winning 
company, which uis also helping the 
country’s bee population. 

Windsor High School pupils Elbe 
Bryan, aged 17, Lauren Mullis, 17, Sa- 
marya Abid, 18, and 17-year-old Abi¬ 
gail Hetherington have set up a Young 
Enterprise team called Beelieve. 

They will sell bee houses, wax lip 
gloss sets and hand-made wax can¬ 
dles, with 10 per cent of their profits 
going to the Bumblebee Conservation 
Trust.

Boundary revamps could lose two hips 


THE Black Country and Staffordshire will lose two 
MPs if moves for major reforms of constituency 
boundaries are revived. 

Labour believes the new majority Tory govern¬ 
ment will try to resurrect its plans to cut 50 MPs. 

The review, carried out by the independent 
Boundary Commission, was shelved under the co¬ 
alition government when the Liberal Democrats 
withdrew their support. 

Under the changes, Wolverhampton North East 
would be carved up between the two remaining Wol¬ 
verhampton constituencies and one of the Walsall 
seats. The effect would have meant one of the three 
Labour MPs representing the city would have been 
lost. The north east seat is held by Emma Reynolds, 


who has just become Labour’s shadow local govern¬ 
ment secretary. 

Sandwell, which returned Labour MPs in all 
three of its seats, would lose one of them under the 
changes. West Bromwich East and West Bromwich 
West would be merged to form a new Wednesbury 
constituency, potentially pitting MPs Tom Watson 
and Adrian Bailey against one another. Mr Watson 
is currently running a campaign to become Labour’s 
deputy leader. 

Some parts of West Bromwich West would be 
merged with the current Dudley North, held by La¬ 
bour’s Ian Austin. 

Warley would become a new Smethwick constitu¬ 
ency and take on parts of West Bromwich. 


Halesowen and Rowley Regis will stay a constit¬ 
uency in its own right. It was a key battleground of 
the election but the Tories held on with an increased 
majority for MP James Morris. 

An analysis by the Electoral calculus website sug¬ 
gested the Conservative majority would have been 
much larger had the boundary changes taken effect 
in 2013 as was originally planned. 

The Tories would have won 314 seats out of 600, 
as opposed to 331 out of 650. 

That would have given them 52.3 per cent of the 
Commons, rather than 50.9 per cent as they won 
last week with the present system. 

Labour would have had 211 out of 600 seats, 35.1 
per cent as opposed to the 35.7 per. 


Hospital jobs are cut 
as trust saves £7.5m 


MORE than 250 posts have been 
axed at Dudley’s hospital trust dur¬ 
ing the past year in a bid to save 
£7.5 million. 

These include 33 voluntary and eight 
compulsory redundancies, say bosses at 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust. 

Two hundred positions have been scrapped 
by not filling vacancies as they have arisen 
and work is also under way to find alternative 
roles for a further 13 staff. Five workers have 
already been redeployed. 

Health chiefs at the trust, which runs Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, are acting to balance the 
books in the wake of Government funding cuts. 

They have pledged to protect frontline staff 
— including midwives, ward and community 
nurses — and say compulsory redundancies 
would be a last resort. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said: “Voluntary 
redundancies totalled 33 and those staff left by 
March 31. A further 26 posts were identified for 
compulsory redundancy as part of our work¬ 
force reduction programme for 2014/15. Of the 
26, eight posts were made compulsory redun¬ 
dant and left the organisation on March 31. A 
further five have been successfully redeployed. 

Skills 

“We continue to seek redeployment opportu¬ 
nities for the remaining 13 staff, some of whom 
are already on a trial period. As vacancies arise, 
we are proactively matching the skills required 
for the post with those of staff on the redeploy¬ 
ment register and will continue to do this until 
their notice period expires. 

“We have also permanently removed 200 
posts out of the funded budget by actively re¬ 
viewing vacancies all year as they arose. All 
these measures have allowed us to make the 
necessary £7.5m savings whilst safeguarding as 
many jobs as possible.” 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said he was 
concerned about the job losses. 

“Like any other local family we queue up at 
Russells Hall when we’re ill, so I’m concerned 
that the hospital has already lost more than 
200 jobs,” he said. 

“I know they are trying to reduce compul¬ 
sory redundancies and find some staff other 
work but people are still losing their jobs and 
the cutbacks are a disaster for our local hos¬ 
pital. It’s just not possible to lose these jobs 
without an impact on the care and treatment 
people receive.”

“WE are incredibly grateful to be 
alive,” says a Halesowen couple 
after a fir tree collapsed on top of 
their car as they returned from a 
day at the seaside. 

Miraculously Kirran Jones, 
aged 33 and Gavin Davies, aged 
34, escaped with only cuts and 
bruises. The only warning the 
couple had before the tree came 
crashing down on the A438 in the 
Welsh village of Clyro was a crack¬ 
ing sound seconds before. 


Mr Davies immediately 
slammed on the brakes as the tree 
fell onto the bonnet and passenger 
side of the car. Despite the wind¬ 
screen being damaged by the im¬ 
pact, the couple were saved by the 
car’s safety system and were able 
to escape through the doors. 

The couple, of Apperley Way, 
had been returning from a day 
trip to Tenby when the crash hap¬ 
pened. 

Miss Jones, a teacher, was 


taken to Hereford County Hospi¬ 
tal to be treated for bruises to her 
arms and chest. 

Miss Jones said they were still 
recovering from their ordeal but 
said knew they had been lucky to 
survive. “Both of us keep having 
flashbacks. We are both incredibly 
fortunate to be alive. I found the 
whole experience extremely trau¬ 
matic.” 

She hoped the experience would 
become easier to cope with.

SOME time ago, I made a small donation 
to a well-known charity. Can’t remem¬ 
ber how much, it may have been a ten¬ 
ner, possibly a bit more. Let’s just say it 
wasn’t going to stop the world spinning 
on its axis. 

For the next two, three, maybe even 
four years I was sent a deluge of junk 
mail. Glossy leaflets about the good work 
it was doing, of course. Personalised sta¬ 
tionery bearing the charity’s logo. Special 
messages at Christmas and Easter, and 
at least two Katherine Jenkins CDs. All 
designed to make me part with more of 
my hard-earned, presumably to reinvest 
in more CDs of popular sopranos. 

On another occasion, one of the chug- 
gers in Wolverhampton persuaded me to 
sign up for an annual donation to another 
national charity. Again the amount was 
small, and it later emerged it would be 
two years before the donation actually 
covered the commission for the grinning 
cheesemonger who persuaded me to 
sign up in the first place. I thought I was 
contributing to a worthy cause, not keep¬ 
ing a chirpy student-type in Starbucks 
and flip-flops. 

When I asked a third charity to lay off 
the junk mail, it responded with weekly 
telephone calls instead. 

All very annoying, and it made me far 
less likely to support any of these genu¬ 
inely good causes again. But, as a robust 
and reasonably thick-skinned 40-some- 
thing, I’m big enough and ugly enough to 
take it in my stride. 

For 92-year-old Olive Cooke, though, 
the emotional blackmail proved much 
harder to shrug off. A devoted charity 
worker herself, she became Britain’s old¬ 
est poppy seller. 

She too made donations to many well- 
known charities, but as always seems to 
be the case, whatever she gave was nev¬ 
er enough. 

An inquest has yet to be held, but the 
evidence suggests she struggled to meet 
the commitments and cancelled some of 
the standing orders. As the charities re¬ 
sponded by stepping up the tear-jerking 
campaigns, she took her own life. 

We all know it is hard for charities to 
raise funds, and most reasonable people 
respond well to a bit of tin rattling and the 
odd stall in the supermarket. But some 
of the tactics used by the big charities in 
particular are every bit as unpleasant as 
the cold callers from the personal injury 
and PPI compensation industries. 

Maybe it’s time for the Charity Com¬ 
mission to step in, and I would love to 
know how much of people’s donations is 
ploughed back into marketing. 

In the meantime, I do believe we all still 
have a duty to help the less fortunate, but 
make sure it is anonymous. 

The moment they ask for names, ad¬ 
dresses, or bank details, make your ex¬ 
cuses and leave. 

Unless you are a very big Katherine 
Jenkins fan.

Service to honour 
fatal air crash crew

Families gathered to remember 
the Lancaster Bomber air 
crash in Wednesfield 70 years 
ago. JORDAN HARRIS reports 


RESIDENTS in Wednesfield have 
paid tribute to seven airmen killed 
in a horror air crash in Wolver¬ 
hampton - just days after Victory in 
Europe was declared. 

On the 70th anniversary of the Lancas¬ 
ter bomber crash in which all on board 
perished, a service was held to pay trib¬ 
ute to those who died. 

The plane had been on a routine train¬ 
ing flight when it began losing altitude and 
crashed on Lichfield Road on May 17, 1945, at 
approximately 5.15pm. 

The tragic accident - which occurred just 
nine days after VE day - left a five foot crater, 
with wreckage spread over two miles. 

The seven airmen on board, none of whom 
were over 24, were based in East Kirkby, Lin¬ 
colnshire, and are thought to be the only ser¬ 
vicemen killed in Wolverhampton during the 
Second World War. 

Campaign 

After the crash, the wreckage and remains 
of the crew were bulldozed into the crater and 
a local minister performed a simple funeral 
ceremony. 

The Wednesfield Historical Society and Rev¬ 
erend Nick Watson of St Thomas’s Church in 
Wednesfield organised Sunday’s remembrance 
service. They are also launching a campaign to 
secure funding for a memorial to be built on 
the crash site as a permanent tribute to the 
crew. 

The names of the airmen who died were 
Ronnie O’Donnell, John Sills, Bernard Hall, 
Victor Meade, Gordon Rabbetts, Reginald 
Smith and Vincent Southworth. 

Mr Meade’s son Barry drove up from Wilt¬ 
shire to attend the service and was joined by 
Mr Meade’s wife Joan and other members of 
his family. Mr Meade said: “It was a lovely ser¬ 


vice to remember the airmen tragically killed 
here 70 years ago. 

“This is the first time the family has come 
because we did not know about it when a sim¬ 
ilar event happened for the 60th anniversary. 

“We are so grateful to the organisers for 
making us feel welcome,” he added. 

“I was only three months old when my dad 
died. He was only 22 when the accident hap¬ 
pened and he died very young.” 

Despite it being 70 years since the fatal 
crash, the details of what happened that day 
are still unclear - and the direction the plane 
was flying from has long been a topic of debate 
for residents in Wednesfield. 

An Express & Star report from the time 
features quotes from a driver who said the 
bomber flew over him as he was delivering 
newspapers on Stubby Lane. 

However, Tony Gough, a member of 


Wednesfield Historical Society, a young boy 
at the time, said it flew over him by Wednes¬ 
field Park. He also believes the crew may have 
saved his life in the process. 

He said: “I was on top of the air raid shelter 
in Amos Lane by the King George V playing 
fields, trying to retrieve a ball. 

“As I was preparing to climb down I heard 
the sound of an engine from a plane and when 
I looked up I saw the Lancaster emerge from 
the clouds. 

“It was probably only about 500 feet above 
ground level. It flew over my head and disap¬ 
peared into the grey sky. 

“Then I heard a loud bang followed by a 
cloud of thick black smoke. 

“I jumped from the top of the shelter, some¬ 
thing which I didn’t have the courage to do 
before. 

“A group of around 15 us ran towards where 


the smoke was rising up and as we made the 
journey, that group doubled. 

“We were running through people’s gar¬ 
dens, hedges and all sorts. 

“I eventually came to the crash site on Li¬ 
chfield Road. I firmly believe that the crew of 
that plane sacrificed their own lives to save us 
kids on the King George playing field, because 
they could have crashed there. 

“I think they extended their flight as much 
as they could after seeing young children play¬ 
ing on the field.” 

The following day, May 18,1945 the Express 
& Star reported on the crash, with a picture 
showing firefighters spraying water into the 
smouldering crater and witness accounts of 
the crash. 

Distance 

In an article headlined ‘Seven killed in Lan¬ 
caster bomber crash on road at Wednesfield’, a 
special correspondent reported: “Seven mem¬ 
bers of a crew of a four-engined Lancaster 
bomber were killed last night when the ma¬ 
chine crashed in Lichfield Road, Wednesfield 
and was blown to pieces. 

“Four bricklayers who were on the road 
some distance away were thrown to the ground 
by the blast and had to be treated for shock. 

“Pieces of the bomber were strewn over an 
area two miles wide. 

“There was not a single piece of the plane 
left larger than a table-top. When I arrived 
at the scene shortly after the crash, firemen 
were playing on the wreckage and had the fire 
well under control. A long stretch of hedge had 
been burnt to the ground and the grass of a 
field scorched and burned over a large area.” 

Simon Hamilton, who is a member of 
Wednesfield Historical Society and the Hands 
On Wednesfield group, said the debate was a 
key topic for residents interested in their local 
history. 

He has been heavily involved with organis¬ 
ing the service and the planning for a perma¬ 
nent memorial. 

He said: “The Lancaster crash is a key part 
of our history and a permanent memorial 
would be a fitting tribute to those who lost 
their lives.”

WITHOUT the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats to stop them, the Tories 
will want to resurrect their re¬ 
view of Parliamentary bound¬ 
aries - and Labour will suffer 
for it. 

David Cameron decided years 
ago he wanted to reduce the cost 
of politics and get rid of 50 out of 
650 MPs. 

But the redrawing of boundaries 
hurts Labour’s chances of recovering 
from their General Election defeat. 

The Boundary Commission’s revi¬ 
sions have been archived since 2013 
because the Lib Dems refused to go 
along with them - punishment for the 
Tories not backing their reform of the 
House of Lords. The main casualties 
are areas like Sandwell and Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Moved 

The Tory seats in southern Staf¬ 
fordshire are largely unchanged, al¬ 
though true blue Stone becomes West 
Staffordshire and gets a bit of Labour 
Stoke on Trent South added to it. 

There are a few bits of South Staf¬ 
fordshire that get moved in Stafford, 
but nothing to give Gavin Williamson 
or Jeremy Lefroy cause for concern. 

Wolverhampton North East, the 
seat held by Labour’s Emma Reyn¬ 
olds, gets carved up between a new 
Wolverhampton East, Wolverhampton 
West and a new Walsall West. West 
Bromwich East, held by Tom Watson, 
also gets split up. Both are big hitters 


- Miss Reynolds as shadow communi¬ 
ties and local government secretary, 
Mr Watson as a contender for La¬ 
bour’s deputy leadership. 

There was no way David Cameron 
could have had anything to do with 
the way in which the political maps 
were redrawn. 

But when it comes to holding on 
to his seats in the Black Country, he 
could not have planned an advantage 
for 2020 better if he had been holding 
a marker pen. Suddenly the result for 
Labour looks even more bleak. 

In the wake of the council elections 
there is now only one Labour district 
councillor in the whole of South Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

The Tories are so strong there that 
14 seats did not even get put to the 
public vote because no-one challenged 
their candidates. They now hold 43 


out of the 49 seats. Although I’m al¬ 
ways wary of one-party authorities or 
those where the opposition is so small 
as to be utterly ineffective, there’s no 
getting away from the fact the Con¬ 
servatives are clearly the ones people 
wanted, just as in Sandwell, where 71 
out of 72 seats belong to Labour. 

Our new intake of MPs have spent 
the week getting themselves settled in 
to the Commons. 

Dudley South Conservative Mike 
Wood celebrated his victory with his 
family. His daughter and a friend had 
a joint birthday party so Mr Wood es¬ 
corted around 20 six and seven-year- 
olds around Dudley Zoo. 

Compared with the barking, bray¬ 
ing and childish histrionics of the 
House, I’d imagine it was the height 
of grown up sophistication.

Amblecote Historical Society 


MIKE Perkins commenced the evening’s proceeding 
by welcoming a good turnout from members and the 
large number of visitors in the audience. 

He gave a brief society member update on current 
local matters before handing over to chairman Pat 
Martin, who introduced Kevin Goodman for his talk 
about The Black Death and its impact on the West 
Midlands. Kevin’s knowledge of the Black Death em¬ 
anated from his primary and specialist interest of 
surgery and medicine through the ages. 

The startling headline figure for the Black Death 
also known as The Plague, The Pestilence, The Bu¬ 
bonic Plague is that 75-200 million people in Europe 
were killed. Once contracted, life expectancy was 
very short and was generally just 3-5 days of pain 
and suffering with little if no chance of recovery. 

Kevin explained the disease originated from flea 
bites carried by rodents and subsequently the fleas 
spreading the Yersinia Pestis bacteria which takes 
three main forms: pneumonic, septicemic, and bu¬ 
bonic plagues passed on from one person to another 
using the flea as transport. 

The Black Death’s impact was worse in the 
UK because of famine due to poor harvests in the 
preceding years which meant that malnutrition was 
rife and people were subsequently more vulnerable. 

In Halesowen, as documented in the Abbey re¬ 
cords, 675 people died from the disease, 40 per cent 
of the population at that time and in the West Mid¬ 
lands hundreds of villages were abandoned. 

Pat Martin formally thanked Kevin for his pres¬ 
entation which was very factual but delivered in a 
typically Black Country manner. The next indoor 
meeting is on September 9, at 7.30pm in The Lehr 
Theatre at the Ruskin Centre. John Sparry will talk 
about ‘Being a Time Traveller’.

Army get the jobless 
ready to find work 


JOBSEEKERS are being drilled in 
how to prepare themselves for the 
world of work courtesy of a course 
run by the Army. 

The B Squadron of The Royal 
Yeomanry in Dudley is currently 
running a course aimed at the unem¬ 
ployed, in a move designed to boost 
their confidence and employability. 

As part of the sessions, the par¬ 
ticipants are also given tutoring 
by staff from the Job Centre while 
Black Country industry represent¬ 
atives provide advice on interview 
techniques. They are also receiving 
training on health and safety from 
volunteers with the St John Ambu¬ 
lance, as well as sporting activities, 
IT and workplace skills. 

Qualifications 

The course, which has started and 
rruns until this weekend, is called 
Midlands Supporting People into 
Employment with the Army Re¬ 
serve. 

Arran Bevington-King, liaison of¬ 
ficer for B Squadron, said: “There 
are really good things to come out of 
the course. The biggest thing is that 
attending the course will raise the 
self-confidence, employability and 
self-esteem of the person attending 
for when they apply for jobs.” 


It also gives those taking part a 
chance to sample life in the Army 
Reserve, with many of those who 
have done the course in other areas 
such as Stoke-on-Trent, Wolver¬ 
hampton and Telford, deciding to 
sign up. 

“It gives them a fantastic insight 
into the Army reserve and the qual¬ 
ifications they can gain from being 
in the Army reserve,” added Mr Bev¬ 
ington-King. 

The course is being held within 
the Army Reserve Centre at Vicar 
Street, Dudley, with some activities 
taking place at Swynnerton Army 
Training Area, RAF Cosford and 
Himley Hall. 

Mr Bevington-King was anticipat¬ 
ing around 25 people taking part in 
the court. 

It was pioneered in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton last year with sessions based at 
the Wolverhampton Fallings Park 
HQ of the 4th Battalion the Mercian 
Regiment, an former Territorial 
Army unit. 

The Army Reserve aims to recruit 
up to its full quota of 30,000 trained 
soldiers, with up to an additional 
8,000 soldiers in training, by 2018.

Confusion over 
accents resolved 
at emergency HQ 

FIRE control staff have been struggling to get to grips 
with Black Country and Brummie accents. 

Two 999 call operations were merged a year ago, 
bringing six staff formerly based in Staffordshire into 
Birmingham. 

And since then, there’s been a battle against misun¬ 
derstood words, phrases and accents between command 
centre staff, firefighters and the public. 

A meeting of Stoke-on-Trent and Staffordshire Fire 
and Rescue Authority heard how confusion over the pro¬ 
nunciation of place names and directions were among 
the problems. 

The merger between the Staffordshire Fire & Rescue 
and West Midlands Fire Service control centres was 
brought about to save £500,000 and speed up response 
times. 

Dialect 

Rob Barber, Staffordshire director of response, said: 
“There are quite distinct variations of regional accent 
and dialect across Staffordshire and Stoke-on-Trent and 
the West Midlands. Due to the differences, it could oc¬ 
casionally be difficult for operators to understand fire¬ 
fighters and callers from over the border and vice versa. 

“As fire control staff and firefighters have got to know 
each other over the past year, communication between 
them is no longer an issue. Regarding members of the 
public reporting an incident, locations can be traced 
through their mobile phone or landline, so there is no 
impact on response times.”

Park on August 22 and 23. 

Sam Smith, Stereophon¬ 
ies, George Ezra and Elbe 
Goulding complete the main 
headline acts.

The first extension will 
house the children and 
youth facilities and will re¬ 
place temporary buildings 
on the site. 

It would include six func¬ 
tion rooms which would be 
used by the youth groups 
and a nursery. 

Seminar 

While the second will 
have a cafe and bookstore on 
the ground floor and office 
space and seminar rooms 
on the first floor. It will be 
connected to the main au¬ 
ditorium to provide a route 
to the cafe for the congre¬ 
gation attending the Sunday 
service. 

The church has been led 
by senior pastors Mark and 
Gillian Burchell since 1998.

A planning application 
submitted to the council 
by Mr Burchell said: “The 
development proposed as 
part of this application is 
primarily to improve the fa¬ 
cilities for existing users. In 
particular to move the youth 
events which are housing in 
temporary Portacabins to 
purpose-built facilities 

“It is anticipated that 
with the additional facilities 
and as the church grows 
additional staff will be em¬ 
ployed. It is currently an¬ 
ticipated that an additional 
two full time staff will be 
employed within the next 
18 months.” 

The church provides a 
soup kitchen and a clothing 
store. 

The church was previ¬ 
ously at the former Baptist 
Church in St Giles Street.

More than 90 
cops suspended 

A TOTAL of 95 police officers and Police 
Community Support Officers have been 
suspended by West Midlands Police over 
the past five years, according to official fig¬ 
ures. Of these 81 were male and 14 female 
while 73 were white, 15 of Asian origin and 
seven were black, says the report. 

The overall figure includes 22 officers who 
are currently suspended. Each suspension 
is reviewed every 28 days. Investigations 
into a total of 4,517 allegations against of¬ 
ficers were completed in the last 12 months 
of which 4,235 resulted in no action. 

Formal action was taken in three cases, 
three other officers resigned or retired 
while management action was required in 
241 instances.

Slam Dunk rock festival 
to take over dtv centre 


THE COUNTDOWN is near¬ 
ly over as Britain’s biggest 
touring rock festival comes 
to Wolverhampton this Bank 
Holiday Monday. 

Stages in Wolverhampton Civic 
Hall, its main bar and neighbouring 
Wulfrun Hall will be used, along with 
the area around the city’s premier 
music venue, as thousands of rock 
fans descend on North Street where 
60 bands will play in one day. 

Wolverhampton is one of three loca¬ 
tions for the festival, which will see the 
bands criss-crossing England to play 
in Leeds city centre and the University 
of Hertfordshire in Hatfield too. 

Ben Ray, festival founder, said:

THE night sky was lit up above the 
Black Country Living Museum as it 
held a hostin’ celebration of the re¬ 
gion’s industrial heritage.

As part of the European annual 
Museums at Night festival,a full 
scale replica of the world’s very first 
successful steam engine, the New¬ 
comen, was fired up, while the Per¬ 
forming Arts Department at Dudley 
College put on light projections.

More than 1,400 
assaults on officers 

POLICE officers in the West Midlands were assaulted 
more than 1,400 times over the last year. 

According to a Freedom of Information request, the 
range of assaults covers malicious wounding, threats to 
kill and threatening an officer with an offensive weapon 
on school premises. 

The catalogue of assaults took place between April 1, 
2014 and March 31, 2015. 

Most common was assaulting a constable, which ac¬ 
counted for 491 of the final figure, followed by occasioning 
ABH, which took place 368 times. The third highest total 
was for racially or religiously motivated intentional har¬ 
assment, with 127 cases. Racially or religiously motivated 
assaults in general accounted for 178 of the total amount. 

West Midlands Police is made up of 7,249 police officers, 
supported by 3,086 staff, around 400 special constables and 
690 police community support officers. Between January 
and October 2013, 387 police officers and staff were injured 
as a result of an assault, resulting in 375 days absence. 

Osman Mahmood, who was just four days into his train¬ 
ing as a police and community support officer, stepped in to 
help one of West Midlands Police’s leading officers after he 
was racially abused and pinned to the floor as he made an 
off-duty arrest. An officer was attacked with a sledgeham¬ 
mer during a botched raid on a cash machine in Sandwell. 

Chairman of West Midlands Police Federation, Pc Ian 
Edwards said: “Police officers are trained in personal safety 
techniques and are suitably equipped to ensure that they 
are able to discharge their duties as safely as possible in 
protecting our communities. We work closely with the 
Crown Prosecution Service to ensure that those who com¬ 
mit assaults on members of West Midlands Police staff are 
brought to justice.”

“The robber wore a dis¬ 
tinctive T-shirt over his 
head and we’re sure some¬ 
one must know who he is.

Pub is ploughing ahead

Warm and friendly atmosphere greets you on arrival 


LEIGH SANDERS popped into 
the Plough & Harrow at 
Aldridge, near Walsall, and was 
impressed with what he found 

What did it feel like? 

This is a great little pub, which has been 
stylishly refurbished to maximise the comfort¬ 
able dining experience. 

The lighting is just right, the decor big with¬ 
out being too bold. There are huge hanging 
decorations and a glass wine lock-up situated 
in the middle to get the connoisseurs fidgeting 
in their seats. 

They have fitted a number of tables in to the 
space available, but the way they are laid out 
never makes you feel cramped. 

How were the staff? 

Dressed in a smart-casual manner they were 
attentive, professional and friendly from the 
start. They chatted about drinks and food and 
hinted at recommendations without trying to 
push you towards any given dish. 

The place was fairly busy, yet they kept the 
level of service throughout other than the des¬ 
sert menus being left with us a little too long 
before we were able to get the bill. 

What did you start with? 

The deep-fried crusted Somerset brie was 
a delight. It came with an apricot and cumin 
chutney which had a nice tang to it and cut 
through the smoothness of the cheese. 

We also opted for the salt and Szechuan 
pepper squid, complete with cucumber ribbons 
and garlic aioli. The amount of pepper sprin¬ 
kled in was perfect and the squid itself was just 
the right texture. It was a delightful start to 
the evening. 

What came next? 

The garlic and buttermilk battered halloumi 
is a must-try. It comes with twice-cooked 
chunky chips, homemade pea puree and a 


tartare sauce. The latter is not your stand¬ 
ard fare. Thick in texture and with a really 
vibrant flavour it complimented the halloumi 
well. 

The chips, however, could have been a little 
warmer. They had perhaps been sat too long 
before being brought out to the table. How¬ 
ever, they still tasted great and, again, stood 
head and shoulders above other pub grub ef¬ 
forts. 

We also ordered Dauphinoise potatoes on 


the side, which were a little dry towards the 
bottom but on the whole were as you would 
want them - soft and creamy. 

What was the other main course? 

We also selected the slow-cooked British 
beef and Black Sheep Ale pie. 

The pastry was gorgeous and there was 
plenty of filling to get stuck into. 

At first it seemed as if the ale had made 
it a little too runny, but as this soaked into 


the pastry it became clear these fears were 
unfounded and there was plenty to dip your 
other ingredients into for extra flavour. These 
consisted of borage, honey roasted carrots and 
a healthy dollop of kale and cabbage mashed 
potato. 

The mashed potato in particular was well 
done. It was thick and creamy, and with the 
vegetables mixed in it gave it a good consist¬ 
ency that could mop up some of that remain¬ 
ing sauce from the pie. 


But no desserts on this occasion? 

No, time was against us unfortunately. But 
not that the menu didn’t do its best to get us 
to stay longer. There is a real variety for those 
with a sweet tooth. 

The winter berry Eton Mess sounded de¬ 
lightful. 

A good night then? 

Definitely. Well-priced and with great food 
and service. We will be back.

Woody faces up to the 
Spanish inquisition 


K ay van Novak is nothing if not 
versatile. His CV includes 
everything from the Oscar- 
winning thriller Syriana to the recent 
Thunderbirds re-boot, via an 
acclaimed performance in the 
controversial cult comedy Four Lions. 

But it’s arguably the series 
Fonejacker and its follow-up 
Facejacker that really showed off 
Novak’s remarkable ability to create a 
range of different characters and 
voices. 

So, really, who better to take the 
lead role in this new sitcom about a 
master of disguise? 

SunTrap sees Novak as Woody, 
who has managed to turn his 
chameleon-like abilities into a career 
as the world’s number one undercover 
reporter - until his corrupt editor 
exposes his identity, forcing him to go 
on the run. 

Novak certainly thinks it’s the perfect 
role, saying: “Woody is the part I have 
dreamed of playing since I was a kid. 
That and [Star Wars character] Boba 
Fett.” 

He’s also been gifted a great co-star 


in the shape of Bradley Walsh, 
who has proved in the past that he 
can turn his hands to pretty much 
anything as well, whether it’s starring 
in Law & Order: UK or hosting The 
Chase. 

Walsh plays Woody’s former 
mentor Brutus, who now runs a 
bar on a Spanish island and isn’t 
initially all that enthusiastic about 
his sun-kissed new life being 
disrupted by his troublesome, if 
charming, protege. 

However, Woody has no one else 
he can turn to, and Brutus soon 
realises he can make use of the 
reporter by putting him to work on a 
series of investigations. 

Unlike his character, it certainly 
sounds like Walsh had few 
reservations about teaming up with 
Novak. He says: “My goodness, what 
a blast it is filming SunTrap. With a 
very funny script, brilliant cameos 
from the likes of Keith Allen and Paul 
Kaye as Senor Big and Frederico 
Mercury, what’s not to like? I’m loving 
every second working with the brilliant 
Kayvan Novak, it’s a hoot from dawn 
to dusk.” 


Novak returns the compliment, 
adding: “So here I am in the sun, 
solving crimes and pretending to be a 
pirate, a hypnotist and a lady croupier. 
I thought life couldn’t get any better. 
Then I saw Bradley Walsh drive by on 
a jet ski wearing nothing but a 
dressing gown.” 

In fact, the only thing that might give 
the audience pause for thought is the 
fact that a sitcom with such an 
impressive cast, fun setting and 
promising premise hasn’t driven 
straight into the primetime slot 
recently vacated by Peter Kay’s Car 
Share, and has instead found itself 
parked at 10.45pm. 

That’s not the only mystery in this 
opening episode, as Melody (Emma 
Pierson), the wife of pension fraudster 
Donald Hammer (Alan Williams) asks 
Brutus to help her track down her 
husband’s hidden millions. 

Unfortunately, it seems the chief 
witness in the case is Don’s parrot, 
Teflon, which has recently been 
snatched. Can Woody find the right 
disguise to track down a bird-napper? 
And where does guest star Jack Dee 
fit into the proceedings?

The XC90 T8 Twin Engine, the world’s most 
powerful and cleanest SUV, has exceeded 
all expectations when it comes to the no 
compromise equation of power and low fuel 
consumption, coupled with world class low 
emissions - and all in a 7-seat luxury SUV. 

The XC90 T8 Twin Engine delivers 49 g/km C02, a 
combined 407 hp*, 640 Nm of torque, 134.5mpg and 
up to 26 miles pure electric range. 

The improvement over the earlier announced figures were 
achieved thanks to the continuous innovation cycle at the 
Swedish company. 

The result of further tuning is a drop of 10 g/km from the 
initial prognosis, for up to 134.5mpg (combined) fuel econ¬ 
omy, while also adding horsepower. This makes the XC90

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Putting on 
the style 
at bargain 
price tag

Add style to most cars and you add cost too, 
sometimes paying a small fortune for some¬ 
thing that stands out in a crowd. 

And we don’t seem to mind, a fact the car makers 
know only too well. It means they can bump up the 
bottom line and we keep smiling. 

Well, here is a car that trades on its look to sell over the 
more mundane machine it’s based on - but doesn’t ask for 
extra for the privilege of a bit more style. 

Say hello to the new Hyundai i20 coupe, closely based 
on the latest i20 hatchback but lacking a couple of doors 
and with the body subtly redrawn to give it a svelte look 
from the side. 

The result is a car that won’t frighten the horses but might 
just draw admiring glances as it attempts to park in the daily 
school run jamboree - looks that will turn to mild astonish¬ 
ment when the price is disclosed. 

Because here is a car that seems a genuine bargain. No, 
make that a steal if you compare it with something like a 
Ford Fiesta with the same sized engine and a near equal 
price tag. 

Lost 

Not only is the coupe the same price as the equivalent 
Hyundai hatch (which, admittedly gains rear doors over the 
coupe) but it’s so well equipped compared to the Ford you 
wonder if the latter has lost a page of the brochure. 

So before we take the i20 Coupe for a drive, let’s exam¬ 
ine its standard kit in some detail. For the less than £13,000 
price tag you’ll find alloy wheels, electrically-adjusted and 
heated door mirrors and front fog lights on the outside. 

Move to the interior and you discover air conditioning, 
cruise control, rear parking sensors, audio controls on the 
steering wheel and a smartphone docking station atop the 
dash. 

Dig deeper, to discover tyre pressure monitoring, hill start 
assist and a space saver spare wheel, not a bottle of doubt¬ 
fully useful pressurised gloop. And don’t forget Hyundai’s 
five-year, unlimited mileage warranty that includes five years 
roadside assistance too. 

By now you may be wondering if Hyundai has spent so 
much on the fixtures and fittings it has left no room to make 
a profit. 

Well, there are obvious savings on the look and feel of 
the interior. It’s all a bit drab and black and plasticky, but 
everything works with enough solid precision to promise a 
long and trouble-free life. 

There’s also enough room under the coupe’s lowered 
roofline for a couple of adults in the rear, where they will 
find identical legroom to the five-door hatch and only a lit¬ 
tle headroom shaved off it the pursuit of style. The boot’s a 
sensible size too. 

Out on the road the little 1.2-litre engine does its best to 
be perky but doesn’t really relish revs; better to let it relax a 
little and enjoy a ride that makes a very respectable job of 
flattening out our awful British road surfaces. 

Driven with brio the test car’s trip computer (another 
standard fitting) showed 46mpg at journey’s end. That’s 
a decent return but there is a diesel engine on offer (at a 
healthy £2,000 premium) that would do better still. 

You might think, though, that the cheapest coupe (prices 
stretch to £16,400 for a diesel with satnav) is the most sen¬ 
sible buy. 

Make that stylish and sensible.

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Wolves line 
up move for 
£3m striker 

WOLVES are being linked with a £3m 
move for Cardiff striker Joe Mason as 
Kenny Jackett looks to strengthen his 
strikeforce this summer. 

The Molineux head coach is looking 
for another attacker to challenge Benik 
Afobe and Nouha Dicko after the depar¬ 
ture of Kevin Doyle, Leon Clarke, Jake 
Cassidy and Ibrahim Keita. 

Mason, aged 24, is under contract 
until 2018 and has scored 16 goals in 74 
league games for the Bluebirds, who he 
helped to the Premier League in 2013 
with six goals in 28 matches. 

The striker also opened the scoring in 
the 2012 League Cup final when Cardiff 
lost on penalties to Liverpool after a 2-2 
draw. 

But as Bluebirds boss Russell Slade 
looks to strengthen his squad this sum¬ 
mer, it is thought a sizeable offer could 
force Cardiff s hand. 

Whether Wolves will bid that high 
remains to be seen, with the staggered 
£2m deal for Afobe the most Jackett has 
spent on one player in his two years in 
charge. 

After failing to figure at all in Car¬ 
diff s Premier League season in 2013/14, 
Mason had the last of three loan spells 
at Bolton earlier this campaign, netting 
four times in 12 games after six in 16 
matches in two previous spells for the 
Trotters. 

Mason joined Cardiff in July 2011 for 
£250,000 from his hometown club Plym¬ 
outh, where he scored 10 times in 53 
league appearances. 

Slade brought Mason back from Bol¬ 
ton this season, giving him a run of 
games at the back end of the campaign 
and the frontman scored in a 3-2 win 
over Blackpool last month. But it now 
appears he is ready to cash in on the 
frontman. 

Major changes at 
villa are not on 
Sherwood's list 

TIM Sherwood believes any major 
change in approach would be “mad” de¬ 
spite Villa’s Southampton shocker. 

The claret and blues conceded five 
goals in the first half as they were 
thumped 6-1 by the Saints. 

But Sherwood is wary of reading too 
much into one performance, no matter 
how dire, and is vowing to stick by his 
principles. 

“Our preparations were the same 
when we’ve been winning games,” said 
the Villa boss. “You can’t really change. 
You’d be mad to do that. You’ve got to 
believe. 

“I know the way I want to work and I 
know the way I want the players to play 
and in the main it’s worked but on Sat¬ 
urday it came unstuck.” 

Sherwood has promised the perfor¬ 
mance on the south coast will not be 
forgotten and was planning to review 
the video nasty of his side’s opening 45 
minutes. 

“It’s hard for me to make too many 
judgments,” he said. “I want to watch 
it and see it again. “It’s really hard to 
dissect it at the moment.”
